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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 and 22-35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art [as discussed in the previous Office Action] discloses liquid crystal 
devices with multi-layer electrodes including an underlying film, a silver film, and a metal 
oxide film. The prior art does not disclose a liquid crystal device comprising an 
underlying film, a reflective, conductive, silver-containing film on it, and a metal oxide 
film on that which is patterned so that an edge portion comes into contact with the 
underlying film. The prior art [such as Harano, U.S. Patent No. 6,317,185] discloses 
liquid crystal displays with such three-layer electrodes having the top layer coming into 
contact with the bottom layer, but does not disclose the middle layer containing silver. 
Independent claims 1, 5, 14, 22, 23, 24, 30, and 32 are therefore allowed, as are their 
dependent claims 2-4, 6-13, 15-17, 25, and 26. 

Claim 18 has been amended to include the limitations of the previous dependent 
claim 21 which was indicated as having allowable subject matter. The prior art does not 
disclose the first substrate having first and second extending regions which do not 
overlap the second substrate, where the lead (underlying film - metal film - metal oxide 
film) is provided over both extending regions. (This is understood by the examiner to 
mean that at least one such lead is on both regions as shown in Figs. 8-10, rather than 
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the first region has such a lead and the second region has a different such lead.) Claim 
18, and its dependent claims 19 and 20 are therefore allowed. 

The prior art does not disclose an LCD comprising an underlying film, a silver- 
containing reflective conductive film formed on it, and a metal oxide film which is 
deposited on the metal film and patterned so that an edge portion of the metal oxide film 
contacts the underlying film. Claims 28 and 35 are therefore allowed. Claims 27, 29, 
and 31 recite an LCD with either a pixel electrode or a first lead comprising this 
laminated structure (and a metal film instead of reflective conductive film), so they are 
similarly allowed. Claims 33 and 34 recite an LCD comprising an underlying film, a 
reflective conductive film containing silver formed on the underlying film, and a first 
transparent electrode deposited on the reflective conductive film, comprising a metal 
oxide film patterned so that it protrudes from an edge of the reflective film and contacts 
the underlying film, so they are similarly allowed.
